Some years ago tbe people of 
the Danish Antilles voted in favor of 
the transfer of the islands to the Unit- 
ed States, and they will not have a 
second opportunity. There will be a 
provision defining the status of the is- 
landers under American rule, but it 
will probably be similar to that provid- 
ing for the definition of the status of 
Spaniards m Cuba and the Philippines 
laid down in the Paris treaty of peace. 


The Paris treaty fixed a time limit 


within which persons desiring to retain

The sul- 
tan said he was very much pleased at 
his cordial reception and expressed a 
desire to communicate frequently and 
co-operate with the commission -art Ma- 
nila.

The Philippine commission sailed .last 


evening for Isabela, island of Basian. 
Before leaving the commission hfl|l a 
long consultation with Major Sweet, 
the American commander at Gat§, and 
Dhul Karnein, the strongest chief ot 
the Sulus, who usually opposes the sul- 
tan. 


Any measure of civil government in 


Sulu appears impossible at present. 
The customs of vassalage, servitude 
and polygamy prevail. There is no law 
except the Koran, and that is not al- 
ways followed. The Moros and Chi- 
nese desire a cessation of military rule 
in Jolo, but the conglomerate character 
of the population and the uncertainty 
as to those without the walls render 
thts inadvisable.

In other words, a railroad Is a valu- 


able property because there are mil- 
lions of human beings who travel on 
it and. other millions whose labor em- 
ploys the railroad in hauling freight 
The old theory was that individual 
owners and competitors improved the 
railroads and reduced the cost. But 
Mr. Gould aud the other great authori- 
ties assure us that there is nothing in 
this theory. 
V\*e wish they would tell 


us if there is auy good reason under 
such conditions why the people who 
make the railroads valuable should 
not own them. This is of course no 
suggestion in the line of confiscation 
or any other extreme or impossible 
idea. We merely suggest 'that public 
properties should be publicly owned 
and tbat steps to this end should be 
taken «t once, either by national pur- 
chase gradually or by laws which at 
the end of a certain number of years 
shall turn the public franchises over 
as government property. 


It cannot be said that the govern- 


ment would be incapable of managing 
the railroad systems, for those systems 
are managed by intelligent men who, 
under the present trust arrangement 
all work for salaries. These men could 
bo hired by the government as well a 
by Mr. Gould. As regards the minute 
workings of tbe system and tbe eco- 
nomical management there should be 
no question, for the management of oui 
postotfice is far superior to that of any 
private .concern In the world, more re- 
liable, more economical, more public 
spirited. In fact, the only big leak in 
the postoftlcc is due to private owner- 
ship of railroads. Tho mc'i who own 
the railroads bribe the officials, directly 
or Indirectly, and compel the people to 
pay for mail cars and for mall tram- 
portatlon an utterly dishonest, extrav 
a£iint rate. If the railroads were own 
ed by tiie government, nobody would 
be interested In overworking the men, 
thus causing wrecks, or in underpaying 
tlio men, thus causing strikes and riots. 
Tlie service would be better and cheap 
er, and the employees would bo bette 
paid.—New'York Journal.

AN UNEXPLAINED IMPULSE. 


Remarkable Speech to Troops 


on Their Duty to Him. 


DEBATES A GREAT SESSATIOH. 


•Be need? to Spill Yoar Blood For 


Y««r KJnK" and '-Repel the Insolent 
Incnr&eatc Wills Bayonets"—Dae to 
Uiv An^t-r Over lleceut JL»*a«H. 
Berlin. March 29.—In tbe course of a 


charaeit-r'siie military speech Emperor 
iVilliam 1-as oucc more furnished his 
subjects aud the world a topic arouud 
which they may build fan-caching cou- 


•turei. 
Noiliiug, however, cau b«J 


earned which would Justify the seusa- 
lonal deduction already uiade—naiue- 
y. that his majesty foresees or appre- 
aeuds a revolutionary rising. 


The occasion for delivering tbe 


ipeech was the occupation by the First 
Srenadier regiment of the Prussia-i 
guard, with whom the late Czar Alex- 
ander's name is associated, of tbe 
jandsome new bai racks near the old 
••oval palace. The grenadiers marched 
rom their old quarters yesterday 
morning to the Unperial palace, where 
they were inspected by the emperor, 
who tbea rode at their bead to their 
new quarter*. He was cordially ac- 
claimed by the people along the route. 


Upon arriving at the barracks the 


regiment formed a square iu tbe court- 
yard, and the emperor, surrounded by 
a brilliant staff of generals in the cen- 
ter, delivered au onitiou. The publish- 
ed versions differ, and rumor ascribes 
to his majesty even stronger language 
than the newspapers print. The pas- 
sages which caused a sensation are 
thus given from a good source: 


What the Kaiaer Said. 


"Tour fine, new barracks rise like a 


tower of strength in the immediate 
neighborhood of my palace. You there- 
fore, so to speak, are the bodyguard of 
the Prussian king and must be ready, 
day or night, to stake your lives and 
spill your blood for your king. I am 
firmly convinced that you will do this. 
I am certain that you will at all times 
loyally fulfill your duty In consonance 
with the history and traditions of your 
regiment. 


"If ever trying times should come 


again, such as those your regiment 
went through when the spirit of insur- 
rection aga-inst the king rose in Berlin, 
then the bayonets of the Alexander 
grenadiers will repel the insolent in- 
surgents." * 


After wishing the regiment a glorious 


future aud invoking the memory of 
Czar Alexander and "above all tbe 
sublime figure of William the Great, 
for whom the regiment has shed its 
blood on the battlefield," his majesty 
concluded by saying: 


"May valor, loyalty and uncondition- 


al obedience be virtues distinguishing 
the regiment. Its deeds will then meet 
with my approval, the approval of its 
king and lord." 


Colonel von Scheffer, 
commanding 


the regiment, responded in a speech of 
fervent loyalty, iu which he thanked 
God for the emperor's escape from the 
dastardly crime at Bremen. He called, 
for three "hochs" for the emperor, 
which the troops gave with enthusi- 
asm. 


Opinions in the capital range any- 


where between complete approval of 
the emperor's speech and denunciation 
of its imscliie-^ ous foolishness. 
Some 


are indignant at the suggestion that a 
renewal of the street fi;jUts of 1S48 uie 
possible now that the conditions which 
caused them no longer exist. Others 
blame the officials for representing that 
\Vielaud"s recent attack upon the em- 
peror at Breuieu was instigated by as- 
sassins, and they believe that his maj- 
esty has imbibed the official view. 


The bulk of the comment heard in 


public places is uncomplimentary. No- 
body is aware of anything upon which 
the idea of an outbreak can be based 
unless it may be a certain amount of 
popular discontent over the increase in 
the prices of the necessaries of life, 
which can be traced to the growing 
depression in trade. That such discon- 
tent exists cannot be denied.

<-:>t.iblUhe<l a priming house some years 
before 1551. and ihat the primer i 
ed by him. whose name was Joaunes 
Paubis Brissensius of Lombardus, a ua- 
tue of Brestia, Italy, was the first man 
to handle type ill America. 
For a time 


one of his books, a. folio volume executed 
in 1549. was cited as the first book print- 
ed on this continent. Another and per- 
haps more coriect version is that printing 
was first established in Mexico by the 
Spanish missionaries, ami the fact seems 
to be established that under their aus- 
pices n book, one mutilated copy of which 
is still in existence iu a private library in 
Madrid, was printed iu 1540 by Julian 
Cromberger, who died about 1544 and 
who was in all probability the first print- 
er in America. 


It is quite certain thnt the printing 


press was actively employed in Mexico 
in less than a centuiy after the new art 
became generally known iu Europe aud 
for nearly a century before a printing 
pi ess was introduced into the present 
limits of the United States. The second 
American city in which a printing office 
•was established was Lima, Peru, where 
a work designed to assist the priests in 
the study of the language of the natives 
appeared in 158C. 


At Cambridge. Mass., as Isaiah Thom- 


as asserts, in January, 1C39, printing was 
first performed in that part of North 
America which extends from the gulf of 
Mexico to the frozen ocean. 


The beginning of the woik of this first 


printing oBice in our country was a sor- 
rowful one. Kev. Jesse Glover, through 
whose exertions the press had been se 
cured and who contributed largely to the 
purchase, died upon his voyage to the 
new world, and his sons had afterward 
to sue their stepfather for the possession 
of the press. This primitive establish- 
ment was subject to the authority of 
Cambridge college, the 
president of 


which was censor of the press and re- 
sponsible for all publications until spe- 
cial licensees were appointed by law in 
1052, the press never being enfranchised 
in Massachusetts until as late as 1735. 


One Green became the second printer 


in the United States. 
Three hundred 


acres of land were granted him iu IGoS. 
but Mr. Green, it would appear, could 
not find a suitable location for his grant 
until 1GG7. when it is recorded that 300 
acres of, laud were laid out to Efisign 
Samuel Green of Cambridge, printer, in 
the wilderness on the north of Merriraac 
river. 


In 1659 an Indian boy taught nt the 


charity school of Cambridge to read ami 
write English was apprenticed to Samuei 
Green and took upon himself subsequent- 
ly the name ot James the Printer, or 
James Printer. He printed Eliot's In- 
dian Bibl£, the first copy of the sacred 
Testament made in this country. lie 
rendered such efficient service on this 
work that Eliot said he "had but one 
man, namely, the Indian printer, that 
was able to compose the sheets and cor- 
rect the press with understanding." A 
copy of the Indian Bible is to be seen in 
the National museum. 


The negro appears first in an American 


printing office under the direction of one 
Thomas Fleet, who fled to this country 
for refuge from the roge of an insensate 
London mob. In Boston he established 
8 printing house with the sign of the 
Heart and Crown, and here his sons suc- 
ceeded him in the business, although with 
the advent of antiroyal feeling the sign 
was changed to the Heart aud Bible. 
Fleet owned several negroes, one of 
whom he taught not only to woik tho 
press, but to set type as well. He found 
special profit in printing small books for 
children and popular ballads, and such 
publications were rendered more at- 
tractive by the wood engravings cut for 
them by the negro artist. Cicsar and 
Pompey, sons of this negro, also became 
printers and remained in the office of 
their master's sons. 


The first firmly established newspaper 


in North America appeared in 1704, but 
full 14 years previous to this date one 
number of a newspaper had been pub- 
lished in Boston, which was instantly 
suppressed by the authorities. 
To the 


publisher, Richard Harris, this appears 
to have been no novel experience, for he 
had in his native land been fined for cell- 
ing a Protestant petition during King i 
Charles' reign and had also come to griof 
through printing a book with the revolu- 
tionary title of "English Liberties."

James Franklin was put in 
Jail for a month and forbidden to print 
or publish the Courant or nny pamphlet 
or pnppr of the like nature escept it b«
